YORK, Doc 6 —The news from 
Washington affected stocks adversely 
today. 
Throughout the session the 
market wan slow until the late after- 
noon, when quotations Were depre»8ed 
rapidly by an active selling movement 
The attack wan aimed chiefly at the 
railroad Issues. Many of them were 
forced back from 1 to 2 points. 


Two bill* before congress seemed to 
give traders concern. They were those 
providing for the abolition of the com- 
merce court and for the physical valu- 
ation of railroads. The former meas- 
ure wa* cited as the reason 'for tho 
severe, qresjure fyaln«t No/tbwwt*m 
railroad stocks, the o.ipUnatlon being 
ihat it wa* these line* which were 
benefited by the commerce court's 
action In preventing, for the time at 
leaat, the reduction In freight rates or- 
dered by the interstate common e.cTJm- 
mission. Uncertainty as to what plan 
the Wabaah reorganization will adopt 
and a* to whether It will involve an 
assessment on shareholders gave an Ir- 
regular turn U> the market for these 
securities. 
Allis-Chalmers, preferred, fell to 9, 
and the 5 per cent bonds to B2%, the 
lowest prices at which those issues ever 
wold, and the common declined to 2%, 
within a fraction of the lowest. Fed- 
eral Mining, preferred, broke 8 point*. 
Tho collapse in this stock weakened 
American Smelting, by which it Is In- 
directly controlled. 


The figures of the November iron 
production showed a decrease of 66,600 
tons, but the weekly trade reviews ex- 
pressed the opinion that the longr de-'. 
cltnc in steel products had been ar- 
rested. 


The bond market showed a reaction- 
ary tendency.
